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Compared  with  the  previous  year  there  is  an  increased 
death  rate  to  record,  viz.  13  compared  with  10.65,  due  mainly 
to  deaths  in  older  people.  114  deaths  were  caused  by  cerebral 
haemorrhage,  heart  disease  and  other  circulatory  disease 
compared  with  84,  27  deaths  from  cancer  compared  with 
19,  and  14  deaths  from  consumption  compared  with  9,  further 
there  were  25  deaths  from  “other  defined  disease”’  recorded 
compared  with  17  in  1938.  There  were  11  deaths  from 
violence.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  Influenza  which  was 
prevalent  continued  until  the  beginning  of  March  and  in 
December  severe  climatic  conditions  existed  with  an 
epidemic  having  symptoms  featuring  influenza. 


There  is  also  an  increased  number  of  deaths  under  one 
year  of  age,  18  compared  with  13  making  a death  rate  of 

57.5  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  40  during  1938  and 

70.5  in  1937.  These  increased  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity 
9 (5)  and  congenital  defects  4 (0). 

There  were  no  deaths  from  puerperal  sepsis  but  one  death 
was  recorded  from  other  puerperal  causes.  This  was  the  case 
of  a woman  who  had  been  removed  to  a neighbouring  hospital 
for  a gynaecological  operation  subsequent  to  an  abortion.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


There  are  two  changes  to  he  recorded  on  the  staff. 
An  additional  health  visitor  commenced  duties  in  March  and 
Mrs.  M.  E.  Hood,  the  Matron  of  the  Maternity  Home  Was 
compelled  to  resign  owing  to  ill  health.  She  was  appointed 
when  the  Home  was  opened  in  1926  and  its  success  and 
popularity  were  mainly  due  to  her  untiring  energy  and  skill. 
The  good  wishes  and  gratitude  of  her  many  patients  and  the 
Committee  are  with  her  in  her  retirement  and  we  trust  that 
after  a well  earned  rest  her  health  may  be  restored. 

The  Maternity  Home  has  been  modernised  and  accomoda- 
tion more  than  doubled  at  a very  low  cost  in  contrast  with 
the  grandiose  scheme  suggested  by  another  authority.  The 
favourable  statistics  continue. 

The  New  Health  Centre  in  Bartholomew  Avenue  was 
handed  over  to  the  A.R.P.  Services  in  September  and  suitable 
premises  in  the  same  neighbourhood  a iz.  194,  Eoothfeny 
Road,  were  acquired;  thus  we  were  able  to  continue  _ our 
child  welfare  Avork  uninterruptedly,  although  in  addition 
the  whole  staff  of  the  Health  Department  gave  their  services 
ungrudgingly  to  A . R . P . organization,  the  surgical  side  ot 
which  is  in  a high  degree  of  efficiency.

There  is  ample  provision  for  artificial  immunization 
against  this  disease  but  parents  continue  to  neglect  this 
proved  preventative  which  is  so  simple  in  its  application  and 
causes  no  discomfort  to  the  child : only  49  children  were 
immunized  in  1939.

During  the  year  18  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
and  4 new  cases  of  other  forms  of  the  disease  were  notified, 
giving  a total  of  22  cases  of  all  forms,  compared  with  10  and
